“Brigham  Young  University’s 
destiny  is  to  become  the  most 
proficient  university  in  the 
world,  and  BYU  Destiny  Fund  is 
a means  by  which  that  goal  can 
be  near  realization,”  said  Will- 
iam Noble  Waite  Tuesday. 

Tes  Destiny  Fund  head,  pres- 
ident of  South  Los  Angeles 
Stake  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
spoke  before  nearly  3000  stu- 
dents attending  devotional  as- 
sembly. 

Sets  Goal 

First  goal  of  the  Destiny 
Fund  is  to  raise  $5  million  with- 
in 40  months  from  Latter-day 
Saint  Church  members,  students 
faculty  of  the  university  and 
citizens  of  Provo. 

“BYU  today  has  an  insignifi- 
cant endowment  fund  ...  of 
about  $2  million,”  Dr.  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson,  president  of  the  un- 
iversity, stated  prior  to  Waite’s 
speech.  Between  now  and  1975, 
BYU’s  centennial,  Destiny  Fund 
must  raise  many  millions  of  dol- 
lars, he  said. 

This  money  is  to  be  used  for 
expansion  and  improvement  of 
the  university. 

Last  week,  Waite  related,  BYU 
faculty  and  non-teaching  staff 
pledged  to  donate  5 percent  of 
their  salaries  for  a 40  month 
period. 

Encourage  Students 

Each  student  will  be  encour- 


aged to  contribute  to  the  fund 
in  accordance  with  his  financial 
means,  said  Waite,  and  it  is  es- 
timated that  $5  will  be  the  av- 
erage donation. 

Moral  support  of  each  student 
— thinking  and  talking  postive- 
ly  about  the  fund — was  request- 
ed by  the  fund  leader. 

This  institution  was  establish- 
ed under  inspiration  of  God, 
Waite  told  his  listeners,  and 
“Never  be  afraid  to  give  to  the 
Lord  . . . Sacrifice  brings  forth 
the  blessings  of  heaven.”

;he  studentbody  will  have  that  same  opportun- 
| ty  to  support  the  program. 

Initial  contracts  for  student  donations  will 
made  Monday  and  Tuesday  in  religion  clas- 
hes. At  that  time,  students  may  elect  to  con- 
j tribute  immediately,  set  up  an  appointment  for 
1 1 contact  at  home,  or  decide  to  let  the  oppor- 
unity  pass.  A booth  will  also  be  set  up  in  one 
f the  buildings  for  those  desiring  to  pay  with- 
out personal  contacts  being  made. 

In  all,  it  should  be  a pleasant  way  to  part 
with  money.  No  pressure,  no  obnoxious  call 
backs  at  all  hours  of  The  day  and  night,  and 
no  compulsion.  Strictly  voluntary. 

Student  leaders  have  suggested  that  $5  wouldn’t  be  an 
incompatible  donation  from  most  students.  But  ...  is  it  all 
worth  five  bucks?  Is  it  worth  spending  that  much  money  for 
something  that  many  students  now  attending  BYU  will  never 
even  see,  or  use?  Is  it  worth  five  bills  for  the  great  things  that 
will  be  paid  for  by  others,  if  not  by  us? 

Is  it  worth  being  a part  of  this  project?  Is  it  worth  five 
bucks?  NO!  It  is  worth  many  times  that.  Undeniably,  those 
who  are  to  profit  most  are  not  those  who  give  the  most,  but 
those  who  give  until  it  feels  good.  For  those  who  cannot  afford 
more,  $5  is  worth  the  price  of  being  in  on  the  soundest  invest- 
ment the  university  can  offer — becoming  the  greatest  institution 
of  learning  in  the  world. 

But  student  financial  contributions  alone  are  a small  part 
of  the  over-all  program.  Administration  and  studentbody  lead- 
ers alike  have  expressed  the  importance  of  spirit,  above  not 
wanting  to  give.  Faculty  members  were  told  by  Pres.  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson  that  “involuntary”  contributions  are  not  wanted. 
■Students  should  feel  the  same  way,  but  it  is  a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity  for  those  desiring  to  share  in  greatness.  And  five 
bucks  is  inexpensive  enough  a price  to  pay  for  a share  of  great-
